For Second 
Polio Shot

The polio immunization pro­ 
gram will probably be resumed 
again sometime during October, 
Dr. Benjamin A. Kogan, local 
health officer, stated Friday.

The program, intended for 
first and second graders, was' 
Interrupted shortly before sum­ 
mer vacation.

No new youngsters will be 
accepted for the program, Dr. 
Kogan stated, but children who 
have signed consents and are 
eligible for their second shots 1 
will be eligible for the vaccina- 1 
tion.

Only 1625 children received 
their second shots in the Tor-, 
ranee Healt'h District which in­ 
cludes six other cities. A total 
of 6762 children have not yet 
received their second shots. Al! 
have received their first shots, 
however.

Children who have trans­ 
ferred here from other districts 
and are eligible for their sec­ 
ond shots will be able to obtain 
them, Dr. Kogan said.

Resumption of the program 
will depend upon arrival of the 
vaccine. A definite schedule by 
schools has not yet been pre­ 
pared but should be ready 
shortly, the health officer 
stated.
